The Story of the 

Plierench 

(the workaday world’s best kept secret)

Galland Henning Nopak, Inc. 

In the early 1930’s when I began working 
at GHN as an assembler’s helper, our 
“old” factory at 31st & Montana would be 
visited periodically by a slightly built man. 
After obtaining permission from the plant 
supt., Karl Oscar Nelson, he would set up 
a card table off the back of his car near 
the main shop door, and spread out on 
this card table his “Plierenches”! 

Not all the jaw inserts available today 
were displayed then, but every assembler 
and most of our machinists bought a 
“Plierench” for their toolbox; and very 
often a second or third “Plierench” for 
their auto glove compartment, boat, tackle 
box, camping, climbing or hiking gear, and 
often for their wives’ kitchen drawer I’m 
sure the same enthusiasm extended to the 
employees of almost every factory in Mil¬ 
waukee where he displayed. 

The brilliant man who conceived, machined, 
assembled and sold “Plierenches” was 
Mr. Eifel — a tool and die genius who 
lived in Chicago. After World War II we 
saw Mr. Eifel less and less often; after his 
death, his widow sold the equipment for 
producing this unbelievable handy tool to 
a plumbing supply manufacturer who 



attempted to market it through plumbing 
distributors. 

“Plierench” was subsequently sold to a 
specialty tool and die company maker 
who attempted to sell it through chain 
hardware stores. They displayed 
“Plierenches” on a pegboard; that strategy 
was also unsuccessful because “aisle 
strollers” could not visualize the practical¬ 
ity and amazing versatility of this hand 
tool ... and thus could not justify its price 
for “just a pair of pliers”! 

Through all these years of misdirected 
sales efforts, Galland Henning made peri¬ 
odic quantity purchases from these suc¬ 
cessive manufacturers for our employees 
and for our best customers. In 1980 our 
source of supply was threatened. We had 
ordered 3 dozen sets, and after several 
months without delivery, were asked by 
the manufacturer to reduce the order to 6 
sets only! (Imagine — a supplier begs 
you to short an order! We wondered: 
“what’s going on there!”) 

So-o ... as in the well-known electric razor 
ad, we too, liking the product so much, 
had no choice but to buy the business! 

(I still have, and consistently use, the 
“Plierench” I personally bought from 
Mr. Eifel in 1937.)
